Reports reaching Oshkosh lumber- 


men show that Wisconsin birch, as a 
substitute for black walnut in the 
manufacture of gunstocks, has be- 
com2 so generally accepted an ac- 
knowledged that the manufacturers 
of that kind of lumber have been 
obliged to refuse a number of large 
orders within thy last few weeks. 
They are now turning their attention 
to getting out a new supply In large 
quantity during the logging season, 
that may be prepared to take cars of 
the business which is expected to fol- 
low next spring. 


For several months the manufac- 


turers of flr?arms were In a quandry. 
Black walnut, used almost exclusively 
in past years, was becoming scarce 
thru depletion of the American for- 
ests and the European war. 
A sub- 


stitute had to be found. Wisconsin 
birch was suggested and considered. 
Government reports and tests showed 
that it was adaptable for that pur- 
pose. 
The manufacturers tried th> 


experiment and pronounced the ex- 
periment a success. Orders pounxl in 
and many million feet of lumber were 
sent to the eastern states. 


It is stated that birch for use as 


gunstocks has become a fixed and sta- 
ple commodity now. The guns, how- 
ever, are not all being made for 
Europe.. Thousands of them arc used 
in this country for hunting and for 
othsr purposes.

turers are taking advantage .of the 
new demand for birch and the com- 
ing year will show many pieces on the 
market with beautiful stocks of birch 
stained in attraetiv.3 dark finishes.

Italy, which had long coveted Tripoli, 
was massing an army with the object 
of seizing that Turkish province with 
hardly a pretense of justification.

Three weeks previously Sir Edward 


Grey, the British foreign minister, for

Detects Approach of Storms. 


A revival of the long-abandoned fil- 


ings coherer used so extensively in 
the pioneer days of radio communica- 
tion Is presented In the novel form of 
an electric storm detector used at the 
Waterside station of the New York 
Edison company. 
Briefly, the equip- 


ment comprises a filings coherer, a 
sensitive relay, a decoherer for restor- 
ing the filings to their normal, loose 
state, and an alarm bell. Long before 
a thunderstorm is within hearing dis- 
tance the sensitive coherer operates 
the alarm bell and gives warning to 
the power station attendanta of the 
increase in load that is to follow. 
It 


ia said that during some storms when 
it becomes quite dark the load is in- 
creased over 60,000 kilowatts In the 
course of five minutes' time. It is ob- 
viously necessary for the attendants to 
have ample warning so as to be pre- 
pared to take care of the sudden load 
that is thrown on the generators -*.

A revival of the long-abandoned fil- 


ings coherer used so extensively in 
the pioneer days of radio communica- 
tion is presented In the novel form of 
an electric storm detector used at the 
Waterside station of the New York 
Edison company. Briefly, the equip- 
ment comprises a filings coherer, a 
sensitive relay, a decoherer for restor- 
ing the filings to their normal, loose 
state, and an alarm bell. Long before 
a thunderstorm is within hearing dis- 
tance the sensitive coherer operates 
the alarm bell and gives warning to 
the power station attendants of the 
Increase in load that is to follow. It 
Is said that during some storms when 
It becomes quite dark the load is in- 
creased over 60,000 kilowatts in the 
course of five minutes' time. It Is ob- 
viously necessary for the attendants to 
have ample warning so as to be pre- 
pared to take care of the sudden load 
that Is thrown on the generators.—

Describes Habits of Penguins. 


The penguins of South Georgia are 


described in a very Interesting and 
Informative memoir by R. C. Murphy, 
issued by tbe museum of the Brooklyn 
Institute of Arts and Sciences.
